“We protest against it further because 
we believe that it is being forced upon 
the republican party by the powerful mon- 
eyed and corporate interests of the nation, 
at the dictation of the foreign holders 
of American securities and contrary to 
the ideas and wishes of the rank and file of 
the party, and against the true Interests 
of the toiling and producing masses of our 
fellow citizens. We - believe that it means 
the sale of more bonds to keep up the gold 
reserve, the continued increase of the na- 
tional debt in time of peace, and that its 
logical effect must ultimately and of neces- 
sity be the retirement of the greenbacks 
and a still further contraction of the vol- 
ume of currency. 

“And last, we protest because we are 
profoundly impressed with the belief that 
the adoption of a gold plank and the aban- 
donment of bimetallism must sooner or 
later bring the grand old republican party 
to humiliation and defeat. For these rea- 
Sons we not only enter our solemn pro- 
tests, but we say to the convention that 
the delegation from the state of Montana, 
in obedience to the expressed opinions of 
their constituents, must refuse to support 
it, or to be in any manner bound to it, 
the candidates of this convention.” 

“We, therefore, reserve to the republi- 
cans of Montana the right to accept or 
reject at such time and in such manner 
as they may determine the platform and 
the candidates of this convention. 

The protest is signed by Lee Mantle, 
Thomas H. Carter, Thomas C. Marshall, 
Alex Metzel, delegates. 

A Voice from the Bench. 

Judge Strevelle, one of the Montana del- 
egates, did not sign the protest,, but he 
gave out the following: 

“I most heartily disapprove of the finan- 


. Cial plank of the republican platform adopt- 


ed at St. Louis, establishing a single gold 
Standard. But having made, through Sen- 
ator Mantle, in the convention, a protest 
against the adoption of this plank, I hold 
that no further action should be taken 
in relation to the matter till the question 
is submitted to the republicans of Mon- 
tana for their determination. If inde- 
pendent action is to be taken by Montana, 
the republicans of that state have the right 
to determine what such action shall be 
and not the delegates to the convention. 
“J. W. STREVELLE.”’ 

Perhaps the greatest surprise was Senator 
Pettigrew’s joining with the silver men. 
The senator from South Dakota was not 
a delegate to the convention, so his name 
did not appear with the others. His state 
convention had adopted the ‘‘sound money” 
straddle; but the senator is not the kind 
of a man ‘who will barter his convictions 
for an office, and when the other silver men 
walked out he went, too, and today gave 
out a statement of his position in which he 
says: 

The Only Vital Question. 

"i left the convention because I believe 
the financial question to be the only vital 
question in this campaign, and as I could 
not support or advocate the single gold 
standard, I thought I owed it to the con- 
vention not to longer participate in its 
proteedings. TI believe that the mainte- 
mance of the gold standard must result in a 
further decline in prices, to the utter ruin 
of all producers of wealth, and that our 
adoption of that standard in the past is 
the cause of the present panic, enforced 
idleness and misery among our people. I 
believe the gold of the world is cornered 
by the professional creditors of the world, 
who hold promises for the future delivery 
of the whole mass of gold available 
for money, more than forty times over, in 
the form of bonds, mortgages and other 
credits, and for people who are already 
debtors to multiply these promises further 
is the height of folly. The law of supply 


and demand applies as well to gold as to: 


other commodities, and as the effect of 
the withdrawal of the demand for an arti- 
cle has the same effect upon its value as 
the increase of the supply, it is for the 
interest of the people of the United States, 
who are debtors, to make no more promises 
fo pay in gold. If we should do this, gold 
would gradually decline in value and this 
doctrine would be shown in a rise of the 
price of all commodities and take the bur- 
den off the shoulders of the producing and 
enterprising among our population. 

“The tariff is the only issue of importance 
for which the republican party contends, 
and that is no longer an issue between par- 
ties, 
come the settled policy of this government. 
The only question at issue between the ad- 


vocates of the McKinley and of the Wil- | 


son bills is the rates of duty, and the dif- 
ference between the two measures is very 
slight indeed. 

"This is conclusively proven by the fact 
that the republican party, in passing a 
tariff measure through the house of repre- 
sentatives last winter, reported the Wilson 
bill as a basis, and simply raised the rates 
of certain particulars. An issue 
is essential to divide men into. great 
political parties, but this cannot be found- 
ed on the question whether the duty upon 
a certain article shall be 41 or 45 per cent. 
I think the time has come when it is the 
conscientious duty of every man who be- 
lieves that we cannot continue to proaper 
with gold monometallism to exercise his 
whole strength to prevent the continuatton 
of the policy. 

“T believe a majority of the people of 
my state are with me on this question. If I 
am mistaken with the issue thus clearly de- 
fined, they will approve or condemn my 
course at the polls next November. I have 
felt impelled to this course by a sense of 
duty, by a deep conviction that the wel- 
fare of my constituents depended upon a 
proper solution of the question, and I 
could not listen to any argument of person- 


‘al comfort or interest which might be 


presented to turn me from the course which 
I believed in myself to be impelled by duty.

Will Run as an Independent. 
Another notable convert in Congressman 
Towne, of the Duluth, Minnesota, district. 
Congressman Towne is a strong man and 
has always been a strong republican. He 
presents his reason for leaving his party in 
strong terms, saying: s 


“After returning home I shall plainly and 


more at length set forth in print my rea-" 


son for refusing to act during this campaign 
with the republican party, a conclusion to 
which self-interest could not lead me, which 
I have reached in obedience to a solemn 
injunction of duty and which I announce 
with pain. In brief, the reason is this: The 
party has confessedly reversed its position 
on one of the fundamental articles of its 
faith.

but it is complete abandonment of the end 
itself. The party has heretofore held to 
the doctrine of two basis money metals. 
It has now declared for one only, The old 
faith was for gold and silver, Now it rests 
on gold alone. 

“When a party changes its fundamental 
principles no member of it is bound to fol- 
low it; no honest man can follow it, un- 
less his judgment and conscience approve 
the change. Now, my\ judgment and con- 
science do not approve this abandoment of 
Our time-honored position on this great 
question, To me the single gold standard 
is just as great an evil as it was twenty- 
four hours ago, when the platform of 1892 
was in effect. To me an appreciating 
money measure is no more lovely now than 
when the honest opinion of the republican 
party condemned it. To me the restoration 
of silver to the same mint privileges and 
debt paying power as those enjoyed by gold 
is as essential to the welfare of the country 
as it was when the preublican party be- 
came pledged to it. Believing that counsel 
was not taken of the great body of the 
patriotic membership of the party in devel- 
oping this novel and revolutionary indorse- 
ment of the English single gold standard, 
being convinced that the proceeding is not 
in the interest of the American people, but 
subversive of every principle by which the 
affairs of a great producing and debtor na- 
tion should be governed, and feeling that 
profound industrial, social and moral con- 
siderations, affecting not our country alone, 
but the very perpetuity of self-government 
itself, necessitate the uncompromising hos- 
tility of every patriotic American toward 
an alien and ruinous financial system, I 
shall oppose to the best of my ability the 
success of the single gold standard at the 
approaching election. Remaining of the 
faith which was good republicanism until 
June 18, 1896, and which in all but name re- 
mains so still, I shall ask the suffrages of 
the electors of the sixth district of Minne- 
sota as an independent candidate for con- 
gress.

North Dakota and North Carolina. 

While Senator Hansbrough, of North 
Dakota, was not one of those who openly 
went out of the convention, he is quoted as 
strongly condemning the gold standard 
plank, 

Mr. Mott, of North Carolina, who was on 
the committee on resolutions, and voted 
with Senator Teller, announced that he and 
other North Carolinians would walk out if 
Teller and the others thought best, but he. 
explained local conditions and complica- 
tions and was advised against taking the 
extreme step. He gave assurances, how- 
ever, that Morth Carolina is for free sil- 
ver. 

Salisbury, national committeeman from 
Utah, and Congressmen Sweet and Hart- 
man were among those who went out. 

Delegate Trumbe, of Utah, remained in 
the hall, but declined to take any further 
part in the proceedings. The delegates 
from these states were made up of strong 
and able men, selected that they might 
make the best fight possible for principle, 
and failing in that, would have the courage 
to brave the storm. How. well they did 
their-part has been told. 

The stories sent eut from Canton about 
the demonstration there are very pretty, 
but that there is a minor tinge of sadness 
is evident from one of the late telegrams 
which declares McKinley’s purpose to sink 
the financial question, if he can, in hig let- 
ter of acceptance. The way the McKinley- 
Hanna plan of-campaign has been run over 
rankles in the heart of both, and now 
they are going to try to make the letter of 
acceptance overshadow all else. ‘But the 
die has been cast, and the efforts of the 
straddlers will avail them nothing. 

Hon. W. J. Bryan, of Nebraska, waved a 
big bandanna when the silver men left. 

“They will begin to believe that the peo- 
ple are in earnest now,” sat? he. “We will 
give them a straight, earnest and able free 
coinage man at Chicago, and the cause of 
the people will triumph.”’ 

“The newspapers are talking of Teller for 
president. The silver men say it is too 
early to talk about presidential plans. All 
they will say is that they belleve the coun- 
try will repudiate the single gold standard,

THE BOLTING SILVER MEN 


ISSUE AN ADDRESS TO THE PEO- 
PLE OF THE COUNTRY... 


The Political History of the Country 
Reviewed—Teller Suggested for 
President.

St. Louis, Mo., June 19.—At the secret 
co:iference of the bolting silver men yes- 
terday and last night after. much careful 
consideration the subjoined address to the 
people of the United States was agreed 
upon and authorized to be given to the 


press. 

While the address contains much in the 
nature of a silver coinage argument, the 
concluding paragraphs show the determi- 
nation of the bolting delegates to bring 
about the nomination, if possible, of 
Senator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, as 
the candidate for the presidency on a plat- 
form having for its cardinal principle the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. The 
address in full is as follows: 

“To the People of the United States: 
Obeying the call of duty and justified by 
the common citizenship of this republic, 
ve address this communication to thé peo- | 
ple of the United States. In doing 80 we 
claim no authority or right other tian 
which belongs to every man to impress 
personal convictions, but we solicit the co- 
operatian of all who believe that the 
time has come for a return to the simpler 
and more direct method of numing men 
for national service than has obtained in 
recent years. 

‘‘Politicul party organization is necessa- 
ry because without it the individual voter 
is dumb; but the party is only the means, 
not the erd; it is the voice and hot the 
sense. As the world advances in this won- | 
derful epoch of intellectual development . 
and physical improvement there is a con- 
stsnt requirement for better things. The 
individual feels that requirement and heeds 
it, or he fails in life’s endeavor. Partiée 
must also obey the same law, It follows, 
therefore, that the moment a party shall 
choose to stand still or retrogréss it is 
no longer efficient to achieve the «nd to 
which the people are necessarily. destined. 
There is no sanctity in mere party names; 
ana the mark of decay is set on individual 
strergth in a nation when the absolut¢ 
rule of political organization cper¢es man 
from the truth for the sake of expediency 
and establishes insincere submission to 
partisan rule for the sake of power. Rec- 
ogrizing the value and the. splendid 
achievements of political parties ‘n this 
covntry, as elsewhere, we ate yet con-

KEEN MACHETES 


DO BLOODY WORK 


Cuban Rough Riders Charge the Spanish 
Troops in Camp. 


THE BLADE DRINKS BLOOD 


As Though Half Starved and Seems 
To Relish It, 


GOMEZ HAS SHOWN HIMSELF A SOLDIER 


General Castellanos, a Veteran Span- 
ish Soldier, Gets His Army 
Badly Whipped. 


Havana, June 17, yia Tampa, Fla., June 
19.—The event of the week has been Gomez's 
splendid victory at Najasa, Puerto. Prin- 
cipe. ? 

The Cubans have reason for being proud 
of their leader, as he has again demon- 
Strated his great ‘capacity not as a simple 
“guerillo,”’ as the Spaniards give him credit 
for being, but:a milifary tactician in the 
full sense of The word, This last achieve- 
ment of his in routing the Spanish forces, 
greatly superior in nugnbers, in open field, 
led by one of their oldest gentrals, is suf- 
ficient to prove that “old Chinaman,” as 
the Cubans fondly mickname him, is a 
match for the Spanish on any occasion and 
that he can outgeneral them whenever he 
pleases. The details received so far are 
meager, the best repoft up to the present 
being Varela’s, publish@d in La Discuscion, 
the best informed independent paper in 
Havana. He says that General Jiminez 
Castellanos left Puerto Principe on the 8th 
with 2,114 men, 342 horses, five mounted 
pieces of artillery and a section for same. 
On the 9th they encamped at a cattle ranch 
named Saratoga, after exchanging random 
shots with rebel skifmishers. About 4 
o'clock in the afterno@n the attack com- 
menced by a charge of 1,000 rebel cavalry- 
men, with machetes, which the Spaniards 
admit was made with great decision. From 
that moment until the morning of the llth 
the insurgents contimred harassing the 
trcops, killing and wounding many. 

The story of General Castellanos, who 
commanded the Spaniards, is that the Cu- 
ban charges were repelled, e“her by ar- 
tillery fire or by forming the famous hol- 
low squares, which the Spaniards consider 
unbreakable. ‘Still, Castellanos confesses 
that there were moments of great danger, 
and only by displaying the greatest valor 
could the Spaniards succeed in repelling 
the attacks of the enemy, He also admits 
the number of wounded Spanish troops 
obliged him to erect his camp hospital in the 
farmhouse of the ranch, @ brick and tiled- 
roofed structure, which: was so riddled with 
bullets that.some of the wounded men were 
struck after being place@ inside. Castel- 
lanos likewise acknowledges that General 
s0doye’s arrival was very. opportune, since 
the forty-two hours’ fighting had ex- 
hausted the troops. In view of the loss 
inflicted on the. troop Generals Godoye 
and Castellanos decided to return to the 
city without pursuing the enemy, who had 
already inaugurated the retreat on Godoye’s 
approach. 

Cuban Loss Heavy. 

Varela also states that the 
troops fired 60,000 cartridges and thirty 
shells, and the rebels 25,000 shots. ‘Natu- 
rally he figures the rebel losses from 400 to 
500, and the Spaniards at thirty-five, of 
which only four were killed and the rest 
wounded, more or less, ifcluding two of- 
ficers, but he candidly confesses he has 
not been able to obtain information of the 
number of horses or pack mules killed or 
wounded. He concludes his story’ by sim- 
ply announcing the arrival of both col- 
umns in Puerto Principe, without stating 
in what condition they entered the city, 
whether all their commanding officers of 
nigh or low rank returned, or who was 
missing. 

Now this is the Spanish side of the fight, 
which has been accepted by the govern- 
ment as true, since the official report pub- 
lished tells the same story. It can be said 
that the original document has never been 
made public. 

From other sources—although incomplete 
and lacking important details—it is known 
that Gomez had only 1,800 men. It was 
known in the city that Gomez was en- 
camped at Najasa ‘with that number of 
men. In the first charge the Spaniards ad- 
mit that there was only one thousand. Then 
the Spaniards increased it to 5,000. 

General Castellanos’s forces amounted 
to 3,500 men, according to this’ version, 
which is about acecurate—for "ne Spanish 
general, even less Castellanos, who is an 
old warrior and knows~Gomez’s way of 
fighting—wo.1ld march at the head of 1,500 
men to attack such a formidable opponent, 
Gomez knowing of his rival’s approach, 
placed his men in convenient positions, di- 
viding his forces in small groups of 300 
men each. As soon as the Spaniards were 
comfortably encamp:d in the ranch pre- 
paring for next day’s attack on Gomez's 
stronghoid at Najasa, the Cuban chief 
suddenly made his appearance, attacking 
their positions simuMKaneously on all sides. 
Taken unawarés and completely sur- 
rounded, all they could do was to defend 
themselves from the continued charges,

which, with marvelous military precision, . 


were kept up night. and day without af- 
ferding the Spaniards a moment's fest. 
Thanks to General Godoye’s timely ar- 
rival with 2,00 men, Castellanos was 
saved from complete disaster, as un- 
doubtedly he could never have extricated 
himself from the trap in which Gomez 
had him. It is said that if Godoye had de- 
layed his march six hours longer Castel- 
lan would have surrendered, as he was 
already too weak to stand much fighting 
longer. Of course Gomez could not sustain 
the battle after Godoye’s afrival with 
fresh re-enforcements, therefore he al 
lowed them to effect their retreat to Puer- 
to Principe; but still he managed to harass 
them all the way, obliging them to form 
squares up to the very gates of the city. 


Carry Their Wounded Along. 


The ectua!l losses on both sides have 
not been ascertained yet. It is only known 
that the Spaniards brought with them 320 
wounded from the field of action, and 
whether they left any behind is not 
known. Report has it that’ the total Span- 
ish loss in killed, wounded and missing 
was over 1,000. It is also stated that 
Calixto Garcia and presumably Rabi, took 
part in the engagement, but this has 
not been confirmed and many believe it 
impossible since both are still reported 
on the other side of the Cauto river, form- 
ing the limit of Camaguey and Santiago 
de Cuba provinces, ad 

Another report which caused a great 
sensation in the city was the dynamite ex- 
plosion under two bridges separating the 
main body of the city from the two im- 
portant suburbs of Jesus del Monte and 
Cerro. Althdugh the damage done was 
not great, since only a water main was 
destroyed under one and a few bricks 
torn from the other, nevertheless, taken 
in consideration with the former explosion 
at the captain general’s palace, it shows 
that there is an organized conspiracy in 
the city, and that-if for the present they 
have done little injury. they may catise 
considerable harm some day. That is what 
everybody fears, the government included, 
for every effort is being made to discover 
the perpetrators, hut up to the present it 
has failed. Two Span‘ards have been ar- 
rested on suspicion, but nothing has been 
proved against them.

getting ‘worse every doy. Reports are 
coming. in from every town and city tell- 
ing about the ravages caused by yellow 
fever, smallpox and other diseases. Yel- 
low fever is said to be increasing in alarm- 
ing proportions, especially. among the 
troops.. The death rate is very great. It 


is known that in ‘Matanzas the fever rages, | 


known here as ‘“‘vomito negro,” or black 
vomit, from which any one attacked hard- 
ly ever escapes. The Matanzas hospitals 
are so choked with patients that they are 
sending them to Havana for want of 
space. Of eighteen sick soldiers brought 
in it has appeared under its most malig- 
nant form. On a train the’ other day fif- 
teen died on the road. No wonder Gen- 
eral Lasada, the surgeon general of the 
army, rushed yesterday to Matanzas to 
survey the situation and adopted prompt 
means to prevent the spreading of the 
epidemic afd at the same time prepare 
sufficient aétommodations for all who may 
unhappily fall victims to the terrible dis- 
ease. There is already.,a panic here 
among the troops and “Surely when this 
news reaches Spain it will undoubtedly 
cool down the enthusiasm of all those 
who said that Spain would spend her last 
men and her last cent to save the island 
that belonged her, as they will appreci- 
ate that they have a more powerful enemy 
to contend with than all the rehals put 
together, and it is “yellow jack’’ which 
sweeps so many of them yearly without 
honor or glory. 

Private information received of the fight 
on the Cauto river, near Manzanillo, re- 
ported four days ago, says that the lighter 
was struck a second time with a dynamite 
bomb, and for fear of destruction she was 
grounded. All were made prisoners, in- 
cluding the naval officers in vommand. 
Pando, the officer, was afterwards released 
with all the crew and sent to the Melonis 
fort. The scout was not spared. The Cu- 
bans hung him from a tree near by. The 
whole convoy was captured. 


The Rebels Repulsed. 


Havana, June 19.—The rebels under Cal- 
ixto Garcia attempted to enter Vedado, 
Velasco and Blanquizar in the Holguin 
jurisdiction, but were repulsed by the 
Spanish troops at those phaces. Between 
Velasco and Boca the rebel vanguard, 
numbering 300 men, had an engagement 
with seventy Spanish gueriilas. The in- 
Suigents lost thirty killed’ and wounded. 
The guerillas lost three killed and several 
wounded. The rebels fled without destroy- 
ing the -Gibara-Holguin railroad ‘track.

Preparing for a Battle. 

Havana, June 19.—It is said that Maximo 
Gomez, the rebel commander-in-chiei, is 
marching toward ithe railway (‘ between 
Nuevitas and Puerto Princine, hie inten- 
tion being to cut off communication be- 
tween the two cities. Advices trom Man- 
zanillo, provirce of Santiago de Cuba, 
show that numerous parties of rebels he- 
lerging to the commands of Rabi and Jose 
Mseceo are corcentrating in the vicinity 
ot that city. Every precaution is being 
taken by the Spanish commander there to 
prevent or repulse an attack on the city. 
Warrants for the Laurada’s Officers. 

Philadelphia, Pa., June 19.—It was stated 
late this afternoon that United States Com- 
missioner Bell has issued warrants for the 
arrest of Captain Dickman, of the steamer 
Laurada and Colonel Emilio Nunez, tie 
Cuban leader, charging them with conduct- 
ing a filibustering expedition to Cuba on 
that vessel. Captain Dickman is said to 
be in Philadelphia, but he ‘has not yet been 
apprehended. This is the second warrant 
that has recently been issued for Colonel 
Nunez in this connection and his where- 
abouts are not known. . The Laurada ar- 
rived here a few davs ago from a sonthern 
trip and it was on this voyage that the of- 
fense is alleged to have been committed. 


WHITNEY TO GO.

called the fifth wheel, may succeed in get- 
ting a seat on the floor of the convention, 
It is urged in Colonel Henry’s interest that 
Senator Walthall cares nothing about being 
a delegate; that he has freequently been a 
delegate at large, while Henry never has, 
and also chairman of his delegation, and, 
moreover, that the late state convention 
having instructed for him for vice presi- 
dent, that he would’ not care to sit in a 
delegation instructed to vote for himself. 
Senator Walthall’s friends here say that 
this vice presidential point was made fn the 
convention in Henry’s interest and was 
voted down. Walthall has hever, In peace 
or war, shirked any duty put upon him and 
as he said-to General Hood at the battle of 
Franklin, he “‘never sought a hard place 
for glory, nor a soft place for comfort;”’ that 
he was never a candidate in his life, but 
that he has served the people whenever 
called upon, and they point with pride to 
the fact that he is the only Mississippian 
ever elected senator in the face of a pub- 
lished declination, and that, too, without 
oppcsition and despite the fact that the 
commission he then held had four years to 
run.

PROVEMENT IN ANY LINE.

Chicago Stands Alone ag the Only City 
of the West Where y Business 
Is Being Done. 


New York, June 19.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“A national presidential convention in 
the opening week of the between-seasons 
period of duJiness explains the ircreased 
restriction in the volume of general trade. 
In industrial lines there is no improve- 
ment. In iron and steel prices of some 
varieties tend lower and buyers manifest 
little interest as to requirements. Present 
activity among dry gocds. jobbers is con- 
fined to working off odd lots preparatory 
to stock taking. Manufacturers of cottons 
have cut quotations to attract buyers, aud 
while there ts increased activity in flannels 
for fall delivery, recently opened fall prints 
have found few buyers. Manufacturers of 
woolens are reported more hopeful and to 
be making inquiries as to supplies of raw 
material, but quotations for wool at the 
interior are still above a parity with sea- 
board prices. At eastern centers the lum- 
ber trade has been disappointing. At Balti- 
more general trade is very dull, although 
some merchants are preparing to send trav- 
elers south. Crop prospects in Texas are 
unfavorable, owing to lack of rain, but 
quite satisfactory in South Dakota and 
west into Washington. Relatively the most 
favorable trade report of the week is from 
Chicago, where inqtiry for iron and steel 
has increased. Specifications for work are 
coming forward more freely. This has cre- 
ated a better feeling and the business out- 
look there is more favorable. Chicago job- 
bers in dry goods, clothing and shoes re- 
port fair sales for fall delivery and pack- 
ers have made heavy sales of hides at the 
best prices of the year. 

‘“‘Business failures throughout the United 
States continue to run somewhat above 
the range in like weeks in preceding years. 
The total reported this weekeis 265, compar- 
ed with 234 last week and 231 in the week 
one year ago. : ' 

“There is a moderate increase in bank 
clearings throughout the United States 
which amount to $1,038,000,000 this week, asi 
increase of 10.6 per cent over the preceding 
week, but a decrease of 3.7 as compared 
with the corresponding week one year 
aso.”’ 

Dun & Co. See Business Reviving. 

R. G. Dun’ & Co. will say tomorfow in 
their weekly review of trade: 

“Pailures for the week have been 276 in 
the United States against 228 last. year, 
and twenty-eight in Canada against thirty- 
one last year. There are continued signs 
that a gain in business has begun. Stocks 
have gone higher than they were before 
the artificial break ten days ago; wheat 
and cottdén are in better demand; there is 
more confidence in monetary circles, and 
the tendency .toward shrinkage in great 
industries seems in some measure at least 
to be checked. While the outcome of the 
democratic convention is uncertain, and the 
great crops are not yet wholly beyond dan- 
ger, a sure and strong improvement could 
hardly be expected, but the tone in business 
cireles has grown distinctly more hopeful, 

“The boot and shoe industry not only 
holds its place as, the most prosperous of 
the great industries, but reports sOme gain 
both in orders and in prices. 

‘Textile manufactures do not gain. The 
only chaage in cottons is a reduction in 
bleached ‘shirtings, in standards, 
pores price ever reached, though 
change discloses no new weakness, but a 
belief that the time has come when sales 
can be effected by reduction and large salcs 
are now reported. Stocks of dealers are 
belisved to be so low that replenishment 
would now make a great change in the 
condition of the industry. 

“The waiting in iron and steel brings a 
slightly lower averege of prices, the lowest 
since April Ist,.and only 1.8 per cent above 
the lowest of the year, though the combi- 
nations make no change in quotations, 
Beams are quoted delivered instead of at 
mill, but numerous contracts ‘are kevt 
back: consumption of wire nails at current 
prices has so declined that American wire 
rods are offered at competing prices in 
England; scarcely anything is done in fron 
bars because steel bars are 1.1ic; hillet poo! 
is still undersold about $1 by middlemen, 
while many works are putting up steel 
plants of their own. Plates are weak and 
also sheets, and orders for rails, though 
numerous, are not large. Southern No. 1 
is offered for $1 below Pemisylvania pig 
and gray forge is 10 cents lower at Pitts- 
burg. Since coke was advanced to $2 per 
ton the ovens at work have decreased 33 
per cent and the weekly output 60,456 tons; 
or 35 per «ent.”’ 


THE SHERIFF FINDS A RECEIVER 


The New York Smelting and Refining 
Company Is in Trouble. 

New York, June 19.—The Naw York 
Smelting and Refining Company is in 
financial difficulties and the sheriff today 
received attachmerts against it aggregat- 
ing $35,000. The business has been estab- 
lished twenty-five years. 

When the sheriff went to the company’s 
factory to make a ‘evy he found a re- 
ceiver in charge of the place, Foster M. 
Vcorhees, who had bean apovointed by 
Chancellor McGill, of New Jersey, the 
company being a New Jersey corporation. 

William J. Curtis, who represents all 
the interests in the company, said that ir- 
regularities had been discovered in the ac- 
ecunts and books: also a shortage of 
money which, with the absence of some of 
the employes, led to the suspicion that 
something will be dieclosed. “xperts are 
now at work on the books to see how the 
company stands. This is the cause of the 
receivership. 

Mr. Cprtis thought that the current 
liabilities of the company were about $80,- 
000. In April it was claimed the company 
had stock and discounts of $150,005. .

Cleveland Will Send His Cabinet to 
Chicago To Try and Deveat the 
Free Coinage People. 


Washington, June 19.—(Special.)—McKin 
ley and Hobart, gold and protection, con- 
stitute the republican battle cry. | 

That is the ticket the republican. party 
has nanred for slaughter. For a candidate 
who has wabbled all around the question 
of finance, the goldbugs must vote. They 
don’t know his financial views. Perhaps 
the candidate himself does not. Against 
this ticket the democrats will name two 
men whose records are clear for the restor- 
ation of silver and a revenue tariff. Byt 
before that is done at Chicago, the coun- 
try will be treated to such a political war 
as has never been waged within the boun- 
daries of any party. The gold democrats 
have organized to control that convention 
if money and political brains can do it and 
foist upon the people another straddle 
platform and an international agreement 
candidate. 

William C. Whitney is the man the ad- 
ministration and gold democrats will put 
up. They believe Whitney the,one man 
who can bréak through the lines of thé 
free coinage majority and corral enough 
votes fronmr the southern silver states to 
contro! the convention. Whitney agreed 
to abandon his trip to Europe and g0 
to Chicago, to aid in turning the tide.

The Conference at Whitney’s. 

Wednesday there was a great pow-wow 
in New York at Whitrey’s home. Gorman 
was there, so was ex-Senator Mat Ran- 
som, of North Carolina, now minister to 
Mexico, and all the Tammany bosses. ‘Hill 
had been there the previous day; Calvin 
Brice and Jim Campbell were part of it. 
It has been decided that every man who 
might possibly influence a delegate shall 
go to Chicago to lobby.

Indeed, Gorman admitg that the silver 
ten have the convention, have won it 
fairly and «re entitled to control. When 
he left Whitney yesterday he repeated the 
statement that he would not go to Chi- 
cago. When asked about the president's 
statement, he said: 

“It comes too late. It would have been 
much better had he made it mrfonths ago 
and also settled the question of hig post- 
tion regarding a third term. ‘Yet, if the 
preseident believes there is still time to 
prevent the silver men controlling thé con- 
vention, the administration should be thor- 
oughly : well” represented at Chicago. It 
would not be proper perhaps for the presi- 
dent to be there in person, but the mem< 
bers of his cabinet could attend. Secretary 
Lamont is a most shrewd manipulator and 
backed by the efforts of his cabinet col- 
leagues he, might be able to accomplish 
big results. The Maryland delegation, 
which is composed of able men, can be 
depended upon to co-operate. I believe 
the delegation would loyally support Mr. 
Whitney for president if he coula be pre- 
vailed- upon to become a candidate. No.

Will Stand Trial on the Charge of 
Murdering Willams.

‘ Reese was interviewed tonight at the 
jail. He said that he did not leave Placks- 
burg until Monduay, February 10:h; and 
would not have left then. had it not been 
for the fact he had been informed that all 
the prominent local attorneys of which he 
had any knowledge had been retained for- 
the prosecution. Being without oprortunity 
to secure reliable legal advice, he decided 
that the best thing to do was to get out 
of the way. When he left Blacksburg he 
went to Asheville, N. C. From there, ac- 
companied by Luckie, he traveled over the 
States of Virginia, Kentucky, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Kansas and the Indian 
Territory. Some of the traveling was by 
rail, but most of it was on horseback. 
Although Reese did not so state, the 
probable motive of the horseback traveling 
was to be in a position at all times to 
keep out of the way of detectives who, on 
acccunt of the reward that had been of- 
fered, were supposed to be on his track. 
- About three months ago an amateur de- 
tactive named Holland went to Rlacks- 
burg and representing that Reese was in 
Meridian, Miss., offered tu capture him for 
$100. The Blacksburg people raised the 
Money and Holland started, or pretended 
to start, for Mississippi, but failed to re- 
turn with Reese. Reese was asked if he 
had ever been in Meridian and in reply he 
said that he had never been in the state 
of Mississippi at all except on a visit 
some ten years or more ago.

NORTH CAROLINA CROPS, 


Report of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment for June. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 19.—(Special.)—The 

state crop report, issued today, for June 

is of special interest. The comnniiss.oner 


of agriculture, in a speciad interview, said: - 


“We have to admit that our May figures 
on cotton acreage were too large. The 
crop this year is about the same aus two 
years ago. It is 15 per cent :greatcr than 
last year’s crop. It is not more than the 
averagé crop for the past five years. The 
returns to the national agricultural de- 
partment show seventeen per cent ir crease 
over last year. Both the May and June re- 
ports were used in getting our figures as 
some planting was done late. The condi- 
tion of @otton is 102, which is very good. 
We feared from the immense increase this 
year’s sales of commercial fertilizers that 
there would be a great increase in cotton 
acreage at the expense of the corn crop, 
but we find that the cotton acreage has 
not increased at any material sacrifice of 
the corn crop. Thé acreage is 99 per cent 
of the average. The condition. of this crop 
is 102. The weather has generally been 
unusually fine for both cotton and corn. 
The tobacco acreage is 2 per cent greater 
than last: year, and the condition of this 
crop is 95 per cent. The dry weather hurt 
tae wheat crop. The average being this 
year only 85 per cent, while oats suffered 
worse and are only 77. Grapes are 495, 
apples 46, peaches 50, sweet potatoes 100, 
Irish potatoes 8&4."

strained to believe that for more than 
twenty year# no one of them has bgen en- 
tirely sufficient for the needs of the people. 


The great trend to better things, reating 
fm the heart and purposes 6f all men has 


been staid during the latter part of this 
gereration by the failure of parties to 
express in their_achievementa the high- 
est hope and aspirations of the mass of 
people who constitute the parties. 

“And there has been growing in this 
country—swelling with each recurrence of 
naticnal elections—a great mass of inde- 
pendent thinkers and voters. Since 1872 
(excepting possibly the eletion of 1876) the 
pendulum has swung fron side to side 
with each four years. In 1872 the repub- 
Ittan party elected the president; in 1876 
the demoracy, claimed the election; in 
1880 the republican party elected; in 1884 
the democrats elected; in 1888 the repub- 
licans elected; in 1892 *the democrats 
elected; in 1896 (until within a few weeks) 
it has been conceded that the republicans 
would elect. What has been the cause of 
the mighty oscillation of a mass which 
this year has probably obtainad controling 
proportions? Every man can answer to 
himself. If he has been an observer, if 
he has had interests that were affected; 
if he has felt a hope to see greater jus- 
tice done and has seen that hope blasted; 
if he knows that the general dissatisfac~- 
tion has arisen from the fact that party 
promises made were broken to the people 
by party performance, he knows that so 
soon as the election was over and suc- 
cessful candidates were installed they 
becamé the servitors of the party and the 
advocates of a narrow and non-progressive 
policy within which alone there seemed to 
be an assurance of selfish safety and parti- 
San approval, During all this period we 
have lacked a great constructive adminis- 
tration. No new social truth has been put 
forward in an effective way. While in 
all the departments of physical life there 
have been developments and achievements 
of ease and comfort to the favored of 
mankind, in the still greater and more im- 
portant domain of social reform we have 
stood still or retrogressed. If is not that 
the people have not felt the stirring of de- 
termination that this inaction has endured 


but because of the rule of party which has 


largely controlled men in and out of office. 
It has become.a source of reproach to any 
man that he ghould dare to renounce al- 
legiance to organizaticn. Men have been 
expected to submit their views to the dic- 
tation of conventions, although it is com. 
mon knowledge that conventions have beeh 
swayed to views and declarations not-the 
most approved by the mass of the people 
nor progressive for their welfare. 

“We do not arrogate to ourselves one iota 
more of intelligence, patriotism or courage 
than is possessed by any of our fellow- 
citizens, but we feel that the time has 
come for the performance of a duty to this 
country; and for our part, though we stand 
alone, we will make an endeavor in the 
direction of that duty. Parties may out- 
live their usefulness: the truth never 
becomes obsolete. Every generation of free 
men has the right to affirm the truths of 
past knowledge, and. if the enforcement 
of these truths shall make necessary a de- 
parture from party organization, the peo- 
ple have this right, and will exercise it un- 
til old parties shall return to the truth 
or new parties shall becreated toenact it 
into law... If the voices which have sgound- 
ed ta us from every state in this union. 
are an indication of the real feeling, this 
year is the appointed time for the. people 
to assert themselves throvgh such me- 
diumg as may give best promise of the 
achievement of justice. But whether we 
are mistaken or not concerning the general 
sentiment in the United States, we have 
not mistaken our own duty in withdrawing 
from the republican convention, feeling 
that it is better to be right and with the 
minority in apparent defeat than to be 
wrong with the majority—the majority in 
apparent triumph. We hold that in the 
great work of social evolution in this 
country, monetary reform stands as the 
first requisite. No policy, however promis- 
ing of good rcsults, can take its place. 
Continuation during the next four years 
upon the present financial gystem will 
bring down upon the American people that 
cloud of impending evil to avert which 
should be the first thought of statesmen 
and the first prayer of patriots. Our very 
institutions are at stake. Today, with the 
rapidly increasing population, with widely 
swelling demands, the basis of our money 
is relatively contracting; and the people 
are passing into a servitude all the more 
dangerous because it is not physically ap- 
parent, 

“The nation itself, as to other nations, is 
losing the sturdy courage which could 
make it defiant in the face of injustice 
and international wrong. From the farmer 
and the tradesmen to the government there 
is apparent the same shrinking from giv- 
ing offense, lest the vengeance of some 


‘offended financial power shall descend. The 


business man submits some portion of his 
judgment and his will, and the naticn sub- 
mits some portion of its international 
rights lest some mighty foreign creditors 
shall make destructive demands. Where 
will all this end if the people still decline 
to assert themselves? Where will it end 
if the oder parties in their determination 
to maintain themselves in power for -pow- 
er’s sake alone, shall refuse to recognize 
the right and the hope of humanity? 

“This country cannot much longer exist 
free and indeperdent against all the rest 
of the world, nor can its people much 
longer be free in the noblest sense of thé 
term if the United States, a debtor nation, 
shall follow a. policy d@ictated by creditor 
We produce all of the necessaries 
of life. Other nations consume our pro- 
duct. In the race for existence it is a 
constant struggle between producer and 
consumer. Our present system of money 
deliberately submits to the desire and the 
profit of creditor nations, leaving us fin the 
nrass, and as individuals, a prey to: the 
money-gathering and the deadly cheapen- 
ing of the old world. As the debt to credi- 
tors abroad increases on the masses of 
the nation the price of human production 
on the farm and in the workshop is de- 
creased with appalling rapidity, exacting 
more and more of it from our citizens to 
meet the given demand and holding over 
their heads a threat of the day when con- 
fiscation to meet their obligations will 
leave them bare and defenseless. The only 
release is to stop falling prices—the deadli- 
est curse of national life. Prices never 
will cease falling under the single gold 
standard. ’ 

“The restoration of bimetallism by this 
country will double the basis of our 
money system. In time it will double the 
stocks of primary money of the world, wil? 
stop falling prices and steadily elevate them 
until they will regain their normal rela- 
tion to the volume of debts and credits in 
the world. Bimetallism will help to bring 
about the great hope of every social re- 
form. Every believer in the advancement 
of the race realizes that the instability 
of prices has been the deadly foe of our 
toilers and the servant of the foreign in- 
terest gatherer. Bimetallism will help to 
bring the time when a certain expenditure 
of human toil will produce a’ certain finan- 
cial result. Who among the great masses 
of our people in the United. States but 
feels that his lot would be made better, 
his aspirations take new wings, if he could 
know in the performance of his labor what 
would be the price of his product? Is not 
this purpose worth the attention of the 
people as individuals, and worth the at- 
tention of the political conventions yet to 
be held in this. year, 1896? Is not this so 
great an end that all who believe in the. 
possibility of attaining it by the means

“Itd4s in the hope that the masses and the 
remaining conventions will have the cour- 
age and. the generosity to unite for this 
purpose that we have dared to offer our 
views to the people of the United States 
and because in the past there has lacked a 
rallying point for the masses who hold as 
we do to this belief. We venture an act, 
tursting it will be received in the same 
spirit of conciliation, concession and hope 
with which we put it forth. We have en- 
deavored in a plain way to set the matter 
before the eyes of our fellow citizens. We 
invoke the union of all men and all par. 
ties who believe that the time has come 
for the triuntph of justice. It is an hour 
when the people may speak for them- 
selves as individuals and through conven- 
tions yet to be held. 

“It is the right of every citizen to indi- 
cate his preferences. With this in view, 
we offer to the forthcoming conventions 
and to the people the name of a man for 
the presidency of the United States whose 
life in public and in private, represents 
those, distinguished virtues which adorned 
the days and the deeds of the earlier time 
of this republic; a return to which virtues 
is requisite for the prosperity and content- 
ment of the people and the perpetuity and 
commanding example of free institutions. 
That name js Henry M. Teller—a man of 
the people and for the people. He is of no 
section. His experience and service, his 
devotion to the common justice and the 
common cause of hig fellow citizens have 
been as wide as the country. 

“We believe that the people of the United 
States have him in their hearts as he has 
had their interests in his purpose through 
all his work of an exalted life. It is not 
merely as the exponent of monetary re- 
form that we present this man to the peo- 
ple.

Garrett A. Hobart, nominated by the re- 
publican party for the vice presiden™ of 
the United Stgetes, was born at Long 
Branch, N. J., in 1844. He graduated from 
Rutgers college before he was twenty years 
old, and studied law with Socrates Tut- 
tle at Paterson, being admitted to the 
bar in 1866. In 1872 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the New Jersey house and was re. 
elected and chosen speaker. He declined 
an election in 1873 and in 1877 he was elected 
senator from Passaic county. He was 
re-elected to this position and served in 
the ‘office from that time until the expi- 
ration of the year 1882, being president pro 
tem. of the body for the last two years 
of which he was a member. 

In 1884 he was nominated by the republi- 
can caucus for United States senator, but 
was not elected, as the legislature was 
democratic and John R. McPherson was 
chosen. In 1884 he became a member of the 
republican national committee. 

In business life he has been active and en- 
ergetic. He is the president of the Pas- 
saic Water Company, the Acquackanonk 
Water Company, the Paterson Railroad 
Company's congolidated lines, the Morris 
county railroad and the People’s Gag Com- 
pany. He is a director in several national 
banks, including the First National bank 
of Paterson, and the Paterson savings 
institution. He ts also on the directory 
boards of the New York, Susquehanna and 
Western railroad, the Lehigh and Hudson 
River railroad, thé Barbour Flax Spinning 
Company, the Pioneer Silk Company, the 
Edison Illuminating Company, the Amer- 
ican Cotton Ofl Company and some fort 
or more additional corporations.

OUNCES OF ACID 


Perry Humphrey Meets a Horrible 
Death Yesterday. 


SOME THINK IT WAS SUICIDE 


| Others Believe His Death Was an Ac- 


cident. 


HAD BEEN ON A. SPREE SINCE MONDAY 


The Supposition Is That He Thought 
the Acid Was Whisky—Was a 
Wealthy Man. 


——_ 


Perry Humphrey, a well known whole- 
sale butcher of Atlanta WHeights, died 
yesterday morning at his residence as the 
result of about two ounces of Carbolic 
acid administered by his own hand. 

Some of his friends think that the death 


| was an accident, Others are of the opin- 


ion that it was a case. of suicide. The 
circumstancés, however, are rather in 
favor of the first theory. 

Humphrey was a drinking man and had 
been on a spree since last Monday. Just 
after breakfast yesterday morning, while 


he was alone in his room, he arose from 
his bed, went to the’ mantelpiece and 


| drank fully two ounces of carbolic acid 


from a bottle, which hs is supposed to 
have thought was whisky. 

His little daughter entered the room 
only a few minutes after her father had 
swallowed the drug and found him lying 
on the bed in the agonies of a horrible 
death. He never spoke a word and died 
in thirty minutes. The family did every- 
thing in their power to resuscitate the dy- 
ing man, but their efforts were fruitless. 

If the death was suicide a _ sufficient 
cause has never been discovered that 
would prompt the deed. He had a good 


business and was one of the wealthiest * 


and most respected citizens of Buckhead. 
Was Drinking Heavily. 

Humphrey’s one great fault was his 
fondness for liquor. It was not unwsual 
for him to go off on a spree, and his 
fondness for the stuff was undoubtedly 
the cause of his death. He had drank a 
good deal ard still craved much more. He 
took a drink early yesterday morning be- 
fore breakfast, which did not seem ti 
satisfy his ‘horrible appetite. 

About 7:30 o’clock yesterday morning his 
little five-year-old daughter was in his 
room. He was still in bed. He requested 
the little girl to go into the next room 
and get him something to eat. As she 
tripped out of the room an .nexplicable 
determination seized Humphrey and he 
sprang out of bed and walked quickly to 
the mantelpiece cnly a short distance 
away. Ps 


The two-ounce bottle of acid was sitting’ 


on the board. Whether he thought it 
was whisky or not will never be known. 
He seized the bottle and drained the last 


drop. 
Dying When Discovered. 
After having taken the drug Humphrey 


found his way back to the bed and lay 


down never to rise again. 

The man was suffering intense agony. 
He would make frightful gestures, point- 
ing first to the mantel and then to his 
stomach as. if to indicate that he. had 
taken a deadly poison. The daughter noti- 
filed the rest ofthe family in the next 
room, who soon assembled around the bed- 
side of the stricken father. 

In a very short while the dying man 
lost consciousness and in thirty minutes 
after he had swallowed the drug he died. 
The last word he ever spoke was when 
he asked his daughter to bring him some- 
thing to eat. 


Was It Suicide? 


Mér.y theories are being advanced as to 
the cause that prompted the deed. Most 
of Humphrey’s friends are inclined to be- 
lieve that it was accidental. Others-are 
of the opinion that the deceased was de- 
spondent over his slavish appetite for 
liquor and had decided to end his ex- 
istence. 

The true solution of the problem will 
probably never be known. 
‘Up to the present time only one evidence 
that he was in any way despondent has 
been discovered. In conversation with a 
neighbor several days ago Humphrey re- 
marked that he was very much discour- 
aged about his business; that things were 
not going just exactly to suit him and 
that he was worked to death. He ex- 
pressed not the slightest intention, how- 
ever, of committing suicide. . 

Humphrey was about forty-five years 
of age and leaves a wife and six children. 
He is reported to be worth a good deal 
and his death was a great shock to his 
friends. His family are nearly prostrated. 

Coroner Paden will probably hold an 
inquest over the body some time today. 
The funeral will occur from his late resi- 
dence in Buckhead at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. The interment will occur at 
Sardis church.

Calhount, Ga, June 19.—(Special.)—A 
goung farmer named Tony Hall met a 
horrible death on the farm of J. A. Fite, 
near Resaca, yesterday. He was, with 
other hands on the. place, engaged in haul- 
ing wheat preparatory to threshing. A 
large number of bundles had-been packed 
upon the wagon and Hall, who was driv- 
jng, got up on top holding a sharp pitch- 
fork in one hand and the lines in the 
other.

Columbia, S. C., June 19.—The sheriff of 
Aiken county had a trying experience to- 
day.

She 
demanded the return of twenty-five dollars 
given ‘‘the blesser,’’ as he was called, and 
got it. There was a general opening of 
packages and the couple left the city an 
hour after tg2tr,duplicity was discovered. 
They were arrested in Lynchburg, Va., and 
a part of the jewelry and $300 in money 
recovered. 

Their trial was concluded before the police 
court today and fines amounting to $500 
were imposed. The man paid his fine—$200 
—and says he will return home and raise 
the funds to pay his wife out. Hundreds 
of negroes were in constant attendance 
upon the trial and the greatest excitement 
prevailed.

The difficulties of the republicans do 
not stop with the nomination of MchKin- 
ley on a gold platform. The defection 
of the silver men who will follow Sena- 
tor Teller, the ablest man in many re- 
spects that has figured as a republican 
senator during the past twenty years, 
is, of course, the most important of the 
troubles of the gold standardists; but 
they have others that they cannot easily 
get rid of. 

\In the very first plank of their plat- 
form declarations—a plank that is said 
to be from the gifted pen of Charles 
Emory Smith, of Philadelphia—they 


make the most bitter attack on John 


Sherman and all the republicans in con- 
gress who followed his lead in the extra 
session of 1893 dnd down to this date. 
That our readers may clearly understand 
and appreciate the nature and extent 
of the venomous attack of the republi- 
can party on republican congressmen, 
we append the first paragraph of ihe 
“declaration of facts and principles:” 


For the first time since the civil war the 
American people have witnessed the calam- 
itous consequences of full and unrestricted 
democratic control of the government. It 
fias been a record of unparalleled incapac- 
ity, dishonor and disaster. In administra- 
tive management it has ruthlessly sacri- 
ficed indispensable revenue, entailed an in- 
creasing deficit, eked out ordinary current 
expenses with borrowed money, piled up 
the public debt by $262,000,000 in time of 
peace, forced an adverse balance of trade, 
kept a perpetual menace hanging over the

Every 
consideration of public safety and indi- 
vidual interest demands that the govern- 
ment shall be rescued from the hands of 
those who have shown themselves incapable 
to conduct it without disaster at home and 


| dishonor abroad, and shall be restored to 
2 _» the party which, for thirty years, adminis- 


tered it with unequaled success and pros- 
perity. 


This is intended to be understood as 
an arraignment of Mr. Cleveland and 
the democratic majority in congress, 
As a matter of fact, it is a terrific at- 
tack on John Sherman and the republi- 
cans whio joined with a democratic mi- 
nority and enabled President Cleveland 
to repudiate the democratic platform in 
substance and essence and to carry out 
a policy dictated by John Sherman and 
approved by an overwhelming majority 
of republican congressmen. 

It is quite true that the record of the 
last congress, following the-lead of 
Cleveland and Sherman, is one “of un- 
paralleled incapacity, dishonor and dis- 
aster.”

They indorsed and’ approved 
the bond issues, they applauded and 
connived at the pawning of American 
credit to foreign syudicates, and they 
have placed themselves behind every 
policy that has had the effect of pre- 
cipitating panic, blighting industry and 
trade with prolonged depression, clos- 
ing factories, reducing work and wages, 
halting enterprise and crippling Ameri- 
can production. 

In fine, the so-called democratic -pres}- 
dent had no sooner outlined his policy 
than the republicans rushed to his sup- 
port. They saw what everybody else 
cohld see, that this policy was simply 
another name for republicanism of the 
vilest and most infamous kind. 

Through ignorance or obstinacy Mr. 
Cleveland placed himself behind repub- 
lican policies that the republicaus them- 
selves had been afraid to openly avow 
and they were irresistibly drawn to his 
support. Indeed, the very republican 
convention that has put ferth the decla- 
ration which we have quoted, animated 
by the obstinacy and audacity of Mr. 
Cleveland, has been induced to place 
in its platform a plank which has here- 
tofore been kept shrewdly concealed from 
the public eye. But for the influence 
that Mr. Cleveland has exerted on the 
republican party, the 
the gold standard would never have ap- 
peared in the St. Louis platform. 

The republicans need not imagine tliat 
by abusing the man and his policy in 
one end of the platform, and enthusias- 
tically indorsing them in the other, 
they can deceive the people. The voters 
of the country are wide awake, They 
know the difference between Cleveland- 
republicanism, or republican-Cleveland- 
isin, and true democracy. They know 
that but for the aid and support that 
Mr. Cleveland received from a majority 
of republican congressmen, the - blight- 
ing effects of the gold standard would 
never have been seriously felt in this 
country. And they know full well that, 
but for Mr. Cleveland's pertiicious ex- 
ample, no political party would be able 
to display the hardihood of infamy that 
asks the peope of the United States to 
indorse and approve the single gold 
standard—a system that has destroyed 
their prosperity. 
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What a Convention Costs. 

A most Iitiportant feature of the St. 
Louis convention, which has failed to 
receive much thought during the Jast 
few days on account of the intense po- 
litical excitement which has vnrevailed 
in that neighborhood, is the serious item 
of expense. 

Surely a convention of republicans, in- 
terested in-the adoption of a single cold 
standard and representing the money 
power of the land as opposed to the wel- 
fare of the democratic masses, could not 
possibly assemble without relinquishing 
some of the treasure of which they are 
supposed to be the guardians. 

Since the adjournment of the recent 
convention, therefore, the question 
arises: what has all this cost? 

Those who have opened their pocket- 
books for the purpose of meeting the 
expenses of the great republican wind- 
mill in St. Louis are now begiunirg to 
consider the inroads which the conven- 
tion has made upon their private re- 
sources and to wonder if they have actéd 
the part of wise men in subscribing 10 
the general fund without teking ‘nto 
consideration the liklihood of s:cecess in 
November. 

But that is a matter which concerns 
only those who have become the yvict{inus 
of their misguided patriotism. 

In regard to the cost of the convention, 
however, some few matters muy be con- 
sidered. According to The CGtlicago 
Times-Herald, the agerec¢ate cost of the 
late republican convention in S*. Louis 
is no less than $4,000,000. 

This, of course, inclndes not only the 
erection of the buildings in which the 
convention assembled, but also tlie 
daily expenditures of the several thon- 
sand people who were drawn to &St. 
Louis during the week. Inelnding detl- 
egates, newspaper correspondents, priv- 
ate secretaries, clerks and visifovs, there 
were no less than 100,000 people added 
to the population of £t. Louwia. 

Estimating five cigars to cach stranger 
in the city, there Was no legs than £2:90,- 
000 spent for cigars alone. Inchuling 
the increased aimount of business v hich 
fell to the Share of the saloons, ns well 
as the enormotis revenue which accrued 
to the various hotels in the city during 
the convention, the estimate which 
places the cost of the great republican 
gathering at $4,000,000 is °.o doubt con- 
servative. 

What a pity it is, in looking back over 
the events of the past week, that such 
a vast sum of money has been sguin- 
dered in vain! 
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The Jews in Russia. 

Since the recent coronation of Nicho- 
las I, much interest has been aroused as 
to the treatment which the Jews of Rus- 
sia will receive at the hands of the 
young Sovereign. 

For many years the Russian Jews 
have been the victims of intense perse- 
cution. Indeed, the spirit of the gov- 
ernment has been one of rank intol- 
erance and the brutal outrages which the 
Russians have heaped upon the mem- 
bers of this despised race savor-more 
‘strongly of the dark ages than of the 
enlightened and benign civilization of 
the nineteenth century. 

On account of these remorseless p2r- 
secutions thousands of Jews have een 
compelled to leave the country. This 
explains why it is that.so many Russian 
Jews have emigrated to the TWnhited 
States during the last, few years. 

Some information in regard to the 
policy of Russia in dealing with «he 
Jews may not be out of place tn this 
connection, There was a time, during 
What is known as the Moscow pericad, 
when Jews were not allowed within the 
bounds of the empire. During the «sign 
of Peter the Great this prohibition was 


removed, but again in 1727 a decree was 
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cumstances, to return. In the reign. of 
Katherine 11, however, the Jéwish ques- 
tion assumed a different form, on tc- 
count of the annexation of several pro- 
vinces of Poland. These provinces were 
largely composed of thrifty Jews, who, 
under the terms of annexation, became 
citizens of Russia. Thove?® the original 
law of the empire was abrogated 12 
order to admit these Jews, a subsequ dt 
law was passed restricting the mne.cbers 
of the race to certain localities. In 1804, 
during the reign of Alexandeér I, tiere 
was a general decree issued to the ef- 
fect that every Jew should enga? in 
some kind of productive labor. Siace 
that time a number of civil rights have 
been eXtended to the Jews, but the spirit 
of the eimpire is still one of intolerance 
and persecution. 

Under the existing laws of Ritssia the 
Jews are still restricted to certain Gis- 
triets which they are not ullowed to 
leave without permission. Mos: of the 
Russian Jews are engaged in mercan- 
tile and agricultural pursuits. As a 
rule, they are not allowed ip the cotn- 
cils of the empire nor do they: é@*en 
enjoy the right of suffrage at the poils. 
In the courts of justice they are almost 
entirely without redress or remedy. In 
Russia there are no less than 5,000,000 
victims of this harsh discrimination, 

Of course there are some few Jews 
who belong to what is known as the 
privileged class, but this number is al- 
together too small to be considered. 

Young Nicholas has shown a more 
humane spirit than his father in quite 
a number of things, and there is some 
slight hope for the Jew under the ceign 
of the young sovereign who las just 
assumed the crown. 

Earlier Closing Hours. 

There are still quite a number ef mer- 
chants who have not as yet subscribed 
to-the agreement in regard to an early 
closing of the wholesale and retail es- 
tablishments of the city during the sum- 
mer months. 

This hesitation is confined largely to 
the retail merchants. As a rule, the 
wholesale dealers have cheerfully com- 
plied with this provision, but a few. of 
our retail merchants are still disposed to 
carry on their business under the late 
hour system. At the same time this 
refusal operates rather unjustly upon 
those merchants who have signed the 
agreement, believing that no one would 
offer any objection to such a fair and 
just provision. 

Frequently a elerk is required to de- 
vote extra time to the business of his 
employer, for which he receives no ad- 
ditional compensation. Perhaps there is 
no city in the south which can boast of 
a more loyal set of clerks than Atlanta. 

At this time of the year there is but 
little activity in business circles and 
there is not a merchant in Atlanta who 
could not afford to close his store an 
hour or so earlier without any very 
great sacrifice. 

But there is still another fact to. be 
considered. While the clerk sustains a 
most important relation to his employer, 
there is also a duty which the employer 
owes to his clerk, Every man requires 
a certain amount of rest and recrea- 
tion. 

Those of our merchants who have not 
as vet signed this agreement have per- 
haps given the matter but little con- 
sideration. As soon as they reflect up- 
on the importance of such a wise meas- 
ure as this, a sense of what is best for 
their own interests, as well for the good 
of the men whom they employ, will con- 
strain them to sign this agreement and 
close their stores every afternoor at 6 
o'clock, except on Saturdays, when the 
hour for closing is fixed by the terms 
of the agreement at 3 o’clock. 
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Cannot Deceive the People. 

When The New York World takes a 
tumble in the direction of argument 
it knocks reason and logic into a cocked 
hat. The latest instance of the able 
editor’s powers in this direction is per- 
haps as remarkable as any feat he has 
ever performed. 

Some pne having said that money is 
very oa a and dear and suggested that 
the free coinage of silver will add con- 
siderably te the amount in circulation, 
The World proceeds to demolish the 
whole fabric of economics in a few 
“cauatic’” sentences. 

“The reply to this,” says the editor, 
“is not scarce for those who have an 
equivalent to give for it,"and that it is 
never plentiful (honestly!) for those who 
have no equivalent.” This is the typical 
argument of those who represent the 
greed of the money power. 

The fact is that when prices fall 
money is Searce even with those who 
have an equivalent to give for it. Un- 
der the gold standard more than half 
the value that formerly resided in the 
equivalents that people give for money 
has been extracted and placed to the 
credit of those who deal in money. In 
other words, the dollar—the unit of ac- 
count—has more than doubled in value, 
so that more than twice the quantity of 
“equivalents” is necessary to secure the 
dollar, as compared with a few years 
ago. This feature of the situation is so 
plain that even a negro fleld-hand can 
see and appreciate it. : 

The whole money question is a matter 
of “equivalents.” The people were a 
hundred times more prosperous than 
they are now when the dollar would ex- 
change for only as: much as 412% grains 
of bullion silver will now buy. In 
1878 we had a paper currency cheaper 
even than the present “Mexican stand- 
ard,’ but in spite of the fact that we 
were worse than “Mexicanized,” the 
people were prosperous. 

Then the man who had the equivalent 
in the shape of a bale of cotton could 
get a few hundred dollars for it in legal 
tender currency, or #80 in gold. Today, 
with the gold standard, he can get only 
&35 a bale, though the supply of cotton 
is far below the average. 

The fact that there is a surplus of 
money in the banks i8 a practical eyi- 
dence of the increased purchasing 
power of the dollar. It is worth more 
than any equivalent the people can give 
for it. It is worth more than the 
product of any productive enterprise or 
industry. Its only equivalents are gilt- 
edged bonds. 

“Free coinage,” says the able editor of 
The World, “simply means that a mine 
owner or bullion dealer may take to 


get the government to put the one-dol- 
lar stamp upon it.” Now, Solomon in 
all his glory never had such reasoning 
powers as The World displays. How 
can a quantity of bullion that will be 


be worth less than the cost of taking it 
to the mints? The unexpected fre- 
quently happens, but not the impossible, 
and The World tries to make a fact out 
of an impossibility. 

Free coinage means that the govern- 
ment does something else to the bullion 
besides putting its stamp upon it. It 
creates it into legal tender money—money 
of full and final redemption. Why, if 
The World will refer to our financial 
history, it will find that the legal tender 
function gave the potency of money to 
even So poor & Substance as paper. Our 
issue of greenbacks was made full legal 
tender, having no “exception clause” in 
the law that created them. Other issues 
were based on thé exception clause. 
The full legal tender greenbacks -com- 
manded throughout the war the same 
premium that gold did. 

The World surely cannot hope to *9! 
the people at this late day.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The famous old Chesapeake was taken 
to England during the early part of this 
century. In 1820 her timber*was sold to a 
millet by the name of John Prior, who 
pulled down his old mill and efected on 
the spot a new one from the timbers of 
the Chesapeake. The deck beams were 
thirty-two feet long and eighteen inches 
square, of sound Virginia oak. These 
were used without alteration, just as they 
were taken from the vessel. Many of the 
timbers still bear the scars of battle re- 
ceived by the Chesapeake in her celebrated 
encounter with the Shanhon. “The tramfs- 
formation of a sanguinary warship into 
a peaceful and life-preserving flour mill,” 
says The Washington Post, “mofe than 
fulfills the scriptural prophecy of the 
sword beaten into a plowshafe and the 
spear into a pruning hook.’ In spéaking 
of the mill a celebrated American clergy- 
man who recently visited the spot makes 
the following observation: ‘‘Nothing ship- 
like or of the sea was discernible from 
without the mill. A -handsome young 
Englishman of eight and twenty years of 
age was coming forth to join his cricket 
club, and this proved to be the owner of 
the ‘Chesapeake mill.” A lafge cigar box, 
constructed from the polished pine og the 
old ship and bearing the inscription 
‘Chesapeake’ in small brass nails, stood 
upon the table. The beams were marked 
in many places with grapeshot. The mill 
was merrily going, but as I stood in the 
‘midst of this peaceful scene I remembered 
that beyond all reasonable doubt on one 
of these planks ‘Lawrence fell in the 
reeking anguish of his mortal wounds; 
on another, if not the same, Watt’s head 


by the young and brave Ludlow poured 
out his life’s blood. Thus I stood ponder- 
ing and still the busy hum went on, wheat 
passing beneath the stones, flour pouring 
forth and the merry millers passed around 
their kindly smile and blithesome jests.”’ 


Jonathan Edwards was ‘perhaps. the 
greatest theologian this country has ever 
produced, In the opinion of Robert Hall, 
the famous Bnglish preacher, who eagerly 
devoured his writings, he was the great- 
est of the sdéns of men: Yet this great 
preacher spent the greater part of his 
life in comparative obscurity in the wilds 
of America. In consideration of his ser- 
vices as the pastor of a church in one 
of the frontier villages of Massachusetts 
he was given the meager sum of only $35 
a year. In addition to this consideration 
it was voted that he should have 100 loads 
of wood, eighty of which were to be furn- 
ished by the Indians and twenty by the 
white settlers. Notwithstanding the 
hardships of his frontier life and the 
yenury which was almost sufficient to 
driva him mad, Jonathan ‘Edwards has 
given to the world a legacy which will 
survive as long ag time endures,

The number 13 will this year be a lucky 
number for the Georgia Bar Association, 
Its thirteenth annual session is to be held 
at Warm Springs, beginning on June 30th. 

The time is chosen because it is during 
the week beginning on a fifth Monday 
and no superior courts in the state begin 
their sessions on the fifth Monday in the 


month. Thus many lawyers will be en- 


- gbled to attend who otherwise could not. 


The president of the association, Ilion, 
John W. Park, of Greenville, Ga.,.is a 
lawyer of the old school—a scholarly and 
entertaining gentleman who won his spurs 
pefore the war. The president always opens 
the annial sessions by delivering an ad. 
dress. Colonel Park read before the as- 
gociation at one of its Atlanta meetings 
several years ago a paper ‘on the English 
constitution, which has been highly compli- 
mented by leading lawyers of this and other 
states for its erudition and strength vf 


statement. 

Besijes the president's address, Colonel 
N. J. Hammond will read a paper. His 
topic has not yet been announced. Ben J. 
Conyers, of this city, will also read a pa- 
per. It is intimated that he will take the 
celebrated Alex Carr case as a text and 
that his remarks will be vigorous and 
spicy. Judge Bleckley, who was chosen by 
the executive committee some months ago 
as an honorary life member, is also -ex- 
pected to read a paper. There are only two 
honorary life members—Major C. H. Smith, 
our “Bill Arp,’’ and Judge Bileckley. Ham- 
fiton Douglas, of this city, and others will 
also read essays. 

The association has eight standing com- 
mittees, Which make reports to each meei- 
ing. The committee on memorials, which 
reports brief necrological statements of all 
members deceased since the last meniorial 
committee’s report, will have a paper 
upoh some distinguished deceased Georgian 
eminent in his profession and whose life 
will be treated with special reference to 
his professional labors. Hon. Walter G. 
Chariton, of Savannah, is chairman of this 
committas. They have not yet disclosed the 
subject of the forthcoming memorial. 

The other standing committees look over 
the field of jurisprudence, law reform, eth- 
ics, grivvarces and legislation generally, 
and report matters of interest concerning 
these. Some of these reports are vigorous 
reading. Others advocate new departures 
in the profession and its practice. One of 
them suggested last year the passage of a 
law creating an office which might be call- 
ed “poor man’s lawver.’’ In other words, 
it was proposed that in each circuit or 
county some lawyer should be appointed 
or electéd whose business it was to repre. 
sent all Meritorious causes where the client 
was foO poor to pay a fee. It is the custom 
of the association to discuss at each meet-~ 
ing the committee reports of the previous 
meeting. It will be curious to know what 
action is taken on this suggestion. 

All the supreme, superior and city court 
judges are honorary members of the as- 
sociation without fhe payment of dues, 
and this year every superior court judge 


’ has been asked to read a five-minute paper 


on “Inequalities of Labor Among Our Cir- 
cuit Judges and the Remedy.” The judge 
of the superior court in Atlanta, for in- 
stance, sits about nine months in the year. 
The judge of the Tallapoosa circuit presides 
in only three small counties—Polk, 
Haralson and Paulding.

CLASH IN COLUMBUS. 


EAGLE AND PHENIX DIRECTORS 
WILL MEET TODAY. 
Pledings Filed Yesterday in the United 
States Court Attack Judge 
Bigby Severely. 


The scene of baitle between the warring 
parties who are it.tcrested in the Eagle and 
Phenix mills failure, was transferred yes- 
terday from Atlanta to Columbus. Today 
there will be a meeting in the latter city 
of the board of directors and the fight 
against Judge Bigby as receiver will be 
waged with unusual vigor in the directors’ 
mecting. This meeting of the board will 
probably be just as dramatic and exciting 
as the trial before Judge Newman in the 
United States court on Thursday. 

The result will be watched with the 
greatest interest by the business men of 
Georgia, who are watching with eagerness 
the progress of one of the most interesting 
business battles that has ever been waged 
in the state. 

The Atlanta members of the board of 
directors and the largest stockholders who 
live in this city left yesterday for the city 
by the Chattahoochee to look after their 
interests in the case. Mr. Charles Collier 
is one of the men who will be most affected 
for loss or for gain b¥ the turn in affairs, 
and he left for Columbus on the 4 o’clock 
train yesterday to be present at today’s 
meeting of the board of directors. 

Dr. Warnock is another well known At- 
lantian who has a very large proportion 
of his fortune invested in the mills. He, 
too, went along with the crowd to Colum- 
bus yesterday and will make things inter- 
esting to his opponents in the case when 
the board is called to order. 

The condition of affairs in Atlanta re- 
mains the same. Developments, however, 
of a very sensational -.and interesting 
character are looked for in the next few 
days. The fight on Judge Bigby has just 
begun, if reports are to be believed, and 
the developments yet to come will, in all 
probability, be just as interesting as those 
which have gone before. 

It is expected that affidavits and motions 
will be filed for the appointment of per- 
manent receivers in place of Messrs. Bigby 
and English. The papers which it is con- 
templated will be filed today, it is said, 
will charge collusion on the part of Messrs. 
Bigby and English to put the mills in the 
hands of receivers. 

They are expected to allege that Bigby 
is not the proper man to have charge of 
the mill as receiver because receivers are 
supposed to represent the courts of justice 
in acting with absolute’ impartiality, 
whereas Judge Bigby'’s private interagts 
ere such as to make him a biased judge in 
handling such a case. , 

The next hearing of the -case before 
Judge Newman hus been set for next Fri- 
day and at that time there will be a vir- 
orous campaign waged against Judge 
Bigby as a man incapacitated through his 
great interests in the mill to act as per- 
manent receiver. 

Judge Bigby will certainly resist these 
arguments against him with the best that 
he has in his shop. He has investcd the 
lerger part of his fortune in the mills and 
he will certainly make a strong fight 
against being deposed as receivér when 
he has more money invested in the com- 
pany, perhaps, than any other one man. 

There is a larger array of lvgal talent 
mixed up in the case than has been 
connected with a receivership for many 
yvars and every one of the barristers is 
primed for acticn. The indications are 
that there will be lively times next Fri- 
day when Judge Newman calls the case. 

At 6 o’clock last evening Colonel Wim- 


~bish, of Columbus, filed with the clerk of 


the United States court pleadings in which 
he attacks Judge Bigby, alleging miscon- 
duct as president in raising his salary 
from $5,000 to $10,000 and from $10,000 to 
$20,000, when the affairs of the corporation 
were in a precarious condition. He asks 
that stockholders be allowed to come in fur 
representation, aS they were not repre- 
Sented when the temporary receivers were 
appointed.

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MAYOR KING ON 


JULY 4TH WHISKY 


Says That Saloons Shall Net Ba Open on 
the National Holiday. 


DOES NOT APPROVE THE ACTION 


Liquor Regulations Must Stand as 


Agreed Upon. 


ORDINANCE PASSED WITHOUT DUE: NOTICE 


The Veto Was a Disappointment to the 
Saloon Men Who Hoped To Do 
Business on the Fourth. 


Mayor King has put his foot down on the 
4th of July saloon opening question. 

He took a look at the opening ordinance 
adopted by the council Thursday afternoon 
shortly after reaching his office yeatercay 
morning and quickly attached his veto to 


the paper. 

The mayor says that he thinks it would 
be unwise und dangerous to relax or alter 
the present liquor regulations of the city. 
That conclusion was reached, he says, in 
view of the fact that the rfgulations are 
the result of a compromise between the 
prohibition and anti-prohibition elements of 
the city made several years ago. 

Another objection cited by the mayor is 
the fact that the ‘ordinance allowing the 
saloons to keep open was adopted by the 
council while in special session, the cail 
for the meeting’ stipulating: that certain 
busiress only—namely, the adcption of the 
tax ordinance—was to be acted on. 

When the saloon men got up early yes- 
terday morning and began reading The 
Constitution they soon found something far 
more interesting to them than the news 
from St. Louis. Many of them learned for 
the first time that the council had unex. 
pectedly passed an ordinance the evening 
before which, if allowed to become a law, 
would have put many dollars in their pock- 
ets and greatly reduced their supply of bev- 
erages on the glorious Fourth of July. 

They smiled and ate their breakfast in 
the pleasant anticipation that possibiy they 
might be privileged to do business on the 
national holiday and take in the dollars of 
the celebrators of the day of liberty. 

But Mayor King didn’t sympathize with 
the wish of the saloon men and those mem- 
bers of the council who voted for the open- 
ing on the 4th. He found several reasons 
for opposing the ordinance and sent the 
following veto message to Clerk Phillips's 
office: 


Mayor King’s Veto. 


“Atlanta, Ga., June 19, 1896.—To the Hon- 
orable General Council: I return, without 
approving the same, the attached ordi- 
nance providing that all saloons be allowed 
to keep open on July 4th for the following 
reasons: 

“The existing yor regulations in this 
city are, as is well known, the result of a 
compromise agreement by those of strict 
prohibition views on the one side and those 
of as pronounced non-prohibition views on 
the other side, and I believe it would be 
unwise and dangerous to relax or alter 
these regulations. Further, the same rea- 
sons suggest the propriety’ of closing the 
saloons on July 4th as apply to their clos- 
ing on Christmas day, or on such other oc- 
casions as in the judgment of the mayor 
and police commissioners the co1serving 
of the peace and order of the city would 
require. 

“And TI could not approve this ordinance 
because it was adopted at an adjourned 
or special meeting of council, which it was 
provided should be held for the distinct 
purpose of passing upon the tax ordinance, 
Which had been read once, and considering 
the renort of two conference committees, 
and for no other purpose. Two of the 
members of the council were absent from 
such meeting, relying no doubt upon the 
fact, as they had a right to do, that noth- 
ing else of any importance would be origi- 
nated and finally acted on at such meet- 
ing. I presume that they would desire to 
be heard and to take a position on this 
matter, as any change in our liquor laws 
vitally affects Atlanta and it would be 
their duty to attend, if possible, any meet- 
ing of council where such questions would 
come up. Respectfully, 

: “PORTER KING. Mavor.’’ 

The ‘ordinance in question was introduced 
vy Alderman Woodward, reading as fol- 
Ows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council, That all salcons be allowed 
to open their doors for business on the 4th 
of July.” !

McKINLEY’S FRIENDS SUPERSTI-

Hopkins resigned his 
position as president of the Georgia 
School of Technology last year, professor 
Lyman Hall, who was at that time occu- 
pying the chair of mathematics, was elect- 
ed to fill his place till the end of that 
term, At the time it was not known, nor 
is it yet known, whether or not he would 
be re-elected to the position, or whether he 
would be replaced at the end of the term 
by some other man. 

In occupying the chair of the president 
of this great institution for six months 
Professor Hall has given eminent satis- 
faction and there has not been a single 
complaint entered against him. His friends 
are hopeful of his re-election.

HANYE’S CASEGOES | 


TO THE GOVERNOR 


His Attorneys Will Ask That a Comma- 
taticn Be Granted. 


WHAT WILL THE GOVERNOR DO 


If He Refuses To Interfere, Hanye 
Must Die on the Gallows. 


THE CONDEMNED MAN HOPES FOR -LIFE 


He Was Told Yesterday in His Cell 
That a New Trial Had Been 
Denied Him. 


Unless Govarnor Atkinson commutes the 
sentence of death to life imprisonment Ar- 
thur Hanye will meet his death on the 
scaffold and pay penalty of his crime with 


his life. 
The condemned murderer was yesterday 


informed that the supreme court had de- 
nied his request for a new trial and that 
but one chance for life remained. He re- 
ceived the news in silence, and turned from 
his friends and looked through the grated 
bars at the bright sunshine and busy 
scene of life on the outside of his gloomy 


cell. 
The long suspense had been broken, and 


the faint hope of life was again crushed, 
and for the seccnd time he realized that 
the scaffold was almost in sight. 

The decision of the supreme court leaves 
but one hope for Hanye, and that is that 
the governor may interfere. 

With the governor alone rests the young 
man’s fate, and Hanye will not know 
whether he will die or serve for life in 
the penitentiary until application for com- 
mutation is made by his attorneys to Gov- 
ernor Atkinson. 

Notwithstanding his chances are desper- 
ate, Hanye has.hope, and not even now does 
he seem to realize that the scaffold will 
claim him a victim if executive clemency 
fails in his behalf. He insists that he is 
innocent of the murder, and contends that 
he did not deliver the death blow that de- 
prived his friend of life. 

“I did not kill Will Spinks,’’ Said Hanye. 
“I drew the knife. He was larger and 
stronger than I. We grappled and fell. 
He fell upon the blade, and it pierced 
through into his brain. 1 am not a murf- 
derer. No, would not have killed my 
friend. I am innocent, and I do not be- 
lieve I will be hanged for an accident.”’ | 

Application for commutation of the sen- 
tence will be made by the attorneys of 
Hanye before Governor Atkinson. Hanye 
will be resentenced as soon as the crimi- 
nal court convenes, and then he will plead 
to the highest tribunal for his life. 


Will Be Again Sentenced. 


Hanye will again be carried before Judge 
Candler, and will hear thé words of death 
pronounced for the second time in the 
courtroom. 

The appeal of the case to the supreme 
court postponed the sentence, but now that 
the application for a new trial has been de- 
nied Judge Candler will pass the sentence 
of death upon the young man, and the 
execution will be carried out unless the 
governor interferes and commutes the sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. 

The criminal superior court meets June 
29th and Hanye will be sentenced at once, 
it is said. He is now under the sentence 
of death, but the day of execution will be 
set by Judge Candler in open court, 

If Governor Atkinson refuses to inter- 
fere with the verdict of the jury and the 
sentence of the judge, Hanyve will be hang- 
ed in the yard of the Fulton courty jail. 
— scaffold is ready to be placed in posi- 

on. 

An application will be made at once to 
the governor in behalf of Hanye, and the 
attorneys of the young man will urge that 
the death sentence be set aside, and that 
Hanye be sent to the penitentiary instead 
of the gallows.

and a resolution was passed employing Mr. 

lkins to make the new plans afid build 
the prison at a cost of $2,500 for his ser- 
vices. This fee will include all services

Chairman Adair stated that out of the 
total number of plans that had been pre- 
sented the board only one could have been 
changed and modified, and the architect 
who furnished the drawings asked that he 
be paid nearly $5,000 as his fee.

Cotton Gained from 4 to 9 Points After 
 @ Very Dull Session and 
Light Sales. 


New York, June 19.—The nominations 
and adoption of the gold plank by the re- 
publicans at St. Louis yesterday served to 
strengthen the market for securities today. 
The news from London was also of an en- 
couraging nature, it being stated by no 
less an anthority than Lord Salisbury that 
the outlook for a settlement of the dispute 
over the Venezuelan boundary line had im- 


proved. The report of trouble between 
British surveyors and Venezuelan troops 
was denied. The fact that there were no 


engagements of gold for shipment to Eu- 
rope tomorrow added to the bullish feeling. 
London buying was quite a feature of the 
day. the foreigners having bought about 
25,000 shares of various stocks, including 
St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville and 
Atchison. The decisive victory of the gold 
men at St. Louis was mainly responsible 
for this buying. While the market ruled 
firm throughout, business was small, the 
sales footing up 173,369 shares. Commis- 
sion houses, however, are anticipating an 
increase in trading at the stock exchange 
shortly as a result of a settlement of the 
money question, at least so far as the re- 
publican party is concerned, and the heads 
of institutions of a rule heartily indorsed 
the action of the St. Louis delegates, and 
taken altogether there is a more confident 
feeling as to the future, The gains in 
prices ranged from 4% to 15s per cent outside 
of Tobacco, which jumped from 65 to 68 
on a report that dividends on the common 
will be resumed next month. Gossip had 
it that the dividends will be 2 and proba- 
bly 3 per cent. Among the standard is- 
sues St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville and 
Sugar were in the best demand. Specula- 
tion, closed quiet and firm. Net changes 
show gains of 1@1% per cent. Tobacco, 
however, gained per cent. St. Paul, 
which was the most active stock, figured 
for 40.600 shares. The trading in Tobacco 
aceregated 38,300 and in Sugar 22,900 shares.

Bleckley et al. v. White et al. Before 
Judge Kimsey. Rabun superior court. 
Lumpkin, J.—l. The defendants in an 

action of ejectment not having, by plea 

| OF otherwise, prayed for any affirmative 
relief against the plaintiffs, it -was the 
right of the latter, even after a judgment 
in. their favor had been set aside by the 
supreme court, to dismiss their action at 
pleasure at any time before the case was 
again tried, 

2. The bare statement of witness that 
title to realty ‘‘passed’’ from one person 
into another is wholly incompetent to 
show title in the latter. 

3. A deed from one who is apparently a 
stranger to the paramount title, and who 
is not shown to have ever been in pos- 
session of the premises conveyed, is in- 
sufficient to make out a prima facie case 
showing title in the grantee claiming 
thereunder. 

4. The plaintiffs having utterly failed to 
prove a joint ownership of the premises 
in controversy, or to show that either of 
them had any interest, legal or equitable, 
therein, the court erred in granting an in- 
junction restraining the defendants from 
interfering with or exercising control over 
the premises.

Simmons, C. J.—1. A subscription to the 

capital stock of a railroad company being 
a chose in action and assignable, the as- 
signee can inforce its payment under any 
circumstances where the company could 
do so. The question of the defendant’s 
liability in the present case is dealt with 
as if the action had been brought by the 
company for its own benefit, instead of 
for the use of the assignee. 

2. A written contract of subscription to 
the capital stock of a railroad company, 
which provides that it shall be null and 
void “unless the main line of said rail- 
road, when built, shall pass through the 
corporate limits’’ of a named town, con- 
fers upon the company the right to con- 
struct the road upon any line or route 
through the town. 

8. Though it may-have been the right of 
the defendant against whom an action was 
brought upon such a contract to plead 
that the company had agreed with him to 
locate and build its railroad upon a speci- 
fied and described route through the 
town, but had failed to do so, building it 
instead upon another and different route 
within the corporate limits, the defense 
thus made could not be,supported by parol 
evidence of conversations or interviews 
had with the company’s officers or agents 
before the execution of the contract, such 
evidence being inadmissible to contradict, 


vary or explain the written instrument, 
which, as to this matter, was plain and 
unambiguous. 


4. Mere statements or promises by the 

company’s officers or agents, made before 
the contract of subscription was signed, 
to the effect that the railroad would be 
built upon a certain line, and a failure to 
so so build it after the contract was exe- 
cuted, would not constitute a fraud upon 
a subscriber or afford him any ground for 
avoiding payment, there being no conten- 
tion that anything was omitted from the 
writing which was intended to be inserted 
therein. In’ the present case there was 
no evidence of any fraud whatever. 
5. The subscription being payable to the 
railroad compary, ‘“‘its associates, succes- 
sors or asigns,’’ and it having the right 
under its charter to sell all its property 
and franchises to any other railroad com- 
pany, it was the right of the subscriber 
in case of such sale and upon payment of 
his subscription thereafter, to receive stock 
in the auccessor company: and even were 
it otherwise, if such a sale was made 
and afterwards rescinced, it would count 
for nothing vpon_the question of the subh- 
scriber’s liahility. 


6. Where the company’s property and 
franchises had been placed in the hands 
of a receiver, a @Gelivery by the latter 


of the stock upon payment of the subscrip- 
tion would be valid, and it was compe- 
tent for the plaintiff, whose usee held the 
subscription ccntract unc@: successive 
assignments. to prove that the stock 
was ready for delivery and would be deliv- 
ered on payment for the same. That the 
stock had no value was immaterial. 
7. Although a legislative amendment to 
the charter of a railroad company may 
contain provisions making radical and ma- 
terial changes therein, this affords no rea- 
son for avoiding payment of a stock sub- 
scription when there is no evicence that 
this amendment wes ever accepted or 
acted upon. by the company; and especially 
is this so when ‘it appears that before 
the trial of the action this amendment Dad 
by its own terms become iroperative. 
8. Where a railroad company, by its 
existing charter, had authority to build 
numerous, important and costly extensions 
and to construct branch lines without 
limit as to number, proviced no one of 
them should exceed twenty miles in length, 
its acceptance under the act of December 
29, 1890, of the provisions of Sections 1,689 
(i) to 1,689 (gg,) of the code was not such 
@ variation of its charter as would re- 
lease a subscriber for its stock from. his 
eentract to pay for the same. Section 
1,689 «m) would not anthorize the removal 
of a railroad track already constructed 
in a town entirely beyond the corporate 
limits thereof. 

9. In so far as the tmal judge in his 
vlings nyon demurrers to pleas, in ad- 
mittine or rejecting evidence, or in charg- 
ing the jury, failed to conform to what is 
above announcel, error was committed. 
The next trial should he had in accord 
with what is here laid down as the law 
applicable in this case.

farly in the day the directors of the Sea- 
board Air-Line Belt railroad held a meeting 
at the Equitable, and voted Mr, Winder 
out of the presidency. He called the meet- 
ing to order and presided until he was 
yoted ut. Then he withdrew under pro- 


test. 

A month ago the directors of the Sea- 
poard adopted a resolution, asking Mr. 
Winder to reply to certain questions ad- 
dressed to him, These questions asked 
him, among other things, why he had paid 
$65,000 for property purchased for the belt 
line when it cost only $50,000, The infer- 
ence Was that he had made $15,000 on the 
deal. This he explained at the meeting 
yesterday by showing the canceled checks 
which had passed for all the property pur- 
chased. The checks showed that only $90,- 
00 had been paid for the property in ques- 
tion, and he explained that a mistake had 
been Made in the amounts set down in the 
deeds, for while they appeared to show 
that the price paid was 365,000 the checks 
and accounts of the Seaboard proved that 
only $0,000 had been paid. The figures in 
the deeds Were a clerical error.

Two Divorces Were Granted in the 
Superior Court Yesterday. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Mr. Roland Tilly Denies That He Was 
a Cruel Task Master and Abused 
His Wife. 


— 


Two divorce suits were heard in the su- 
perior court yesterday, and the verdicts 
were granted in each case to the plaintiffs. 

Mrs. Ollie Hinton asked the court to an- 
nul her marital vows and make her separa- 
tion from her husband legal. The petition 
showed that she married R. B. Hinton in 
1891, but that he abandoned hed and did not 
properly provide for her support. — 

She testified that she was a faithful ana 
devoted wife, and did what she could to 
make her husband happy and contented. 
She said he ceased to care for her, and 
after treating her in a cruel manner, aban- 


doned her. 

Mrs. Hinton said that her husband never 
gave her a single garment or even a pair 
of shoes during the time they lived to- 
gether, and when she was ill and needed 
the attention of a nurse and physician 
he failed to provide for her wants. She 
said she would have suffered for attention 
had it not been for her father, who secured 
a nurse and cared for her during her ill- 
ness. Mrs. Hinton was not present, but 
was represented by counsel. No objection 
was made by the defense. 

The petition alleged that she did not 
have any property with the exception of 
a little wearing apparel, but that her hus- 
band had accumulated some property and 
was now engaged with the Atlanta Trac- 
tion Company and was earning good wages. 
The jury heard the evidence and granted 
her a divorce. 

Said Her Husband Was Unfaithful. 

Mrs. Eva May Payne, who married at the 
age of seventeen was also granted a di- 
voree from her husband, James Warren 
Payne. 

She was married jin 1892, 
she supported her husband, as 
at the home of her father. 

She also charged. that he had associated 
with evil companions, -and had failed to 
care for her and support her as he should 
have done. 

Mr. Payne filed an answer stating that he 
lived at the home of his father-in-law be- 
cause his wife’s mother would not allow 
her daughter to leave. She asked his wife 
to remain at the house, and Mr. Payne 
says it was for this reason that he did not 
move away and live at. his own home. 

Mr. Tilly Denies the Charges. 

Mr. Roland C. Tilly, whose wife was 
granted a divorce in the superior court 
Thursday, denies that he was a taskmaster 
and that he treated his wife in the manner 
in whichshe stated in her petition. 

“From the statements made by Mrs. 
Tilly,’’ said he yesterday, “it would appear 
that | was unbearable and indeed made her 
life miserable. Now, this is not true, and 
because I made no defense in the case 
it does not follow. that I am guilty of the 
charges. 

‘*l have lived in Atlanta and other cities 
long enough to make many friends who 
will say that the charges were fearfully 
exaggerated by Mrs. Tilly. I have here in 
my desk a number of affidavits from prom- 
inent citizens of Cave Sprine who testify 
that the charges preferred by Mrs. Tilly 
are not true. 

“T have nothing to say against her, but 
I would like that my friends know the 
truth of the matter. We mutually agreed 
to separate, and I am sure I am satisfied 
if she is. Her statements were overdrawn 
and exaggerated, and I believe I treated her 
as justly and fairly as any husband ever 
treated wife.”’

Estes, was: yesterday adjudged to be in- 
sane and will be carried to the asylum, 
where she can be treated and cared for.

Sold It on the Streets. 

It is said that the Wallaces entered the 
town for business soon after January. Phil, 
the elder brother, is accused of having 
peddled the stuff on the streets. It is 
claimed that he carried his jug in a large 
valise and made innumerable sales among 
the darkies of the town under this guise, 

It is charged that he did not cater to the 
white people, but associated with the lower 
class, who attempted to protect him. He 
was there for a good while before the offi- 
cers happened to get on to his racket, then 
he left. 

But before Phil disappeared Marion ap- 
peared on the scene of action and also, it 
is said, entered into the lucrative business. 
He soon became associated with a pool- 
room in the slums of the city, and it was 
discovered that a blind tiger was being 
operated in the little room upstairs. 

Police Made a Raid. 

Thig poolroom and its surroundings had 
been regarded by the officials rather sus- 
piciously for some time. One night sev- 
eral weeks ago the officers madé a rajd on 
the place but found no liquor. They did 
succeed, however, in accumulating suffi- 
cient evidence against the men to convict

in the city court on the charge of misde- 
meanor. 


Arrested in This City, 


As soon as the warrants were sworn out 
the Griffin chief of police requested Chief 
Connolly to arrest the Wallaces at once. 
The warrants arrived in this city yester- 
day morning, and the two men were soon 
placed under arrest and taken to the sta- 
tion house. 

The Griffin authorities were notified that 
the men were being held, ahd , Officers 
Phelps and Herrington arrived in Atlanta 
from that city yesterday afternoon for the 
prisoners. The Wallaces gave ponds 
amounting to $300 each to appear at the 
August term of court in Griffin, and were 
not taken back to the scenes of their of- 
fense, i 

Phil Wallace is well known in this city, 
having been in the saloon business for 
quite a number of years, His place of 
business is now at 282 Decatur street. Ma- 
rion is no business for himself at present, 
and is very unwell. -The two men were 
Seen at the station house last night, and 
they positively refused to talk about their 
case. The officers from Griffin stated that 
their people would have little trouble in 
convicting the men, and that their punish- 
ment would be very severe if they were 
proved guilty.

Old Veterans To Extend an Invitation 
to Governor Atkinson. 


HIS FRIENDS STAND BY HIM 


Session of the Association Last Night. 
Full Authority Left with the 
Local Committee.

Governor Atkinson yesterday imposed a 
fine of $1,400 on convict camp No. 2, operat- 
ing in Wilcox county, for the cruel whivds 
ping administered by Whipping Boss 
Price on three convicts in April. The 
convicts are leased to Mr. W. B. Lowe and 
he will be held responsible for the money, 
which must be paid into the state trceas- 
ury by the ist of August. The camp at 
Cramer is operated by ‘Mr. G. V. Gress, 
who sub-leases the convicts from Mr. 
Lowe. 

By order of the governor the lessees 
appeared before him last week and a full 
hearing of the cass was had. As soon as 
Principal Keeper Turner learned of the 
cruel whippings administered to the three 
convicts by Whippigg Boss Price he 
recommended to the governor that Price 
be discharged, which was promptly done. 
At the same time an order was issued by 
the governor requiring the lessees to ap- 
pear before him and show cause why they 
should not be fined for maltreatment of 
the men under their care. 

Mr. Lowe’s Statement. 

In his defense before the gove-nor Mr. 
W. B. Lowe said that he had always en- 
deavored to see that the best possible care 
be taken of the convicts under his charge. 
He made the defense that as the whipping 
borses were appointed by the goverjor, 
the company should not be held respon- 
sible for their actions. The governor, how- 
ever, thinks differently, and the company 
will accordingly have to pay $1,400 for the 
indiscretion of Price. 

In the trial it developed that the three 
convicts had been brutally beaten and 
that after two weeks the scars of the 
strap had not healed, 

The order of the governor, which 
issued yesterday, is as fallows: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, June 19, 1896.—In the matter against 
Georgia Penitentiary Company No. 2. for 
the cruel treatment of certain convicts at 
Camp Cramer, in Wilcox county. 

“after hearing and considering the evi- 
dence in the above stated matter, it is or- 
dered that a fine of $600 be, and the same 
is hereby imposed upon Georgia Peniten- 
tiary Company No. 2 on account of the 
cruel whipping of William Williams. 

‘Also a fine of $v6 on the same company 
on account of the crueft treatment of Mar- 
shal Robertson. 

“Also a fine of $400 on the same company 
on account of the cruel treatment of Joe 
Peterson, aggregating $1,400, ¢t be paid 
into the state treasury on or before the 
lst day of August, 1896. :

PROFESSOR HENDERSON IS SAID 
TO HAVE LEFT DEBTS 


And His Creditors Are Now Very 
Anxious To Establish Con- 
nection with Him. 


Last Sunday morning The Constitution 
published an article, of which Carlos Hen- 
derson, who was a professor in the Gaines- 
ville seminary, was the hero. The article 
stated that Henderson had left Gainesville 
rather suddenly and was followed where- 
ever he went by bailiffs having attach- 
ments against him. 

When he came to Atlanta from Gaines- 
ville, about a week ago, he left behind 
him a large assortment of unpaid bills. 
Attachments were sent to the bailiffs here 
with instructions to find him ff they could 
and serve the papers. 

The bailiffs hunted for him high .and 
low, but were unable to locate him. At 
one of the hotels where he had stayed 
for only a short time they were told that 
he had left for New York, and the case 


was given up as hopeless. 

The people with whom Henderson dealt 
while in Gainesville say that he drifted 
here during the exposition, and wag a dead 
beat by profession. He was enfployed, 
they say, as professor in the Georgia 
Female seminary, and they say he was 
not at all popular with the other mem- 
bers of the teaching force. He contracted 
quite a number of small debts during his 
stay there and when approached by a col- 
lector always told him that he would 
settle the small matter in a*day or two. 

It is said that he had a habit of making 
remarks about ladies in their absence, and 
made for himself a reputation as a fraud. 

The following editorial, appearing in The 
Gainesville Cracker, June 18th, tellg the 


Gainesville side of the story: 

“Sunday’s Constitution had an article ex- 
posing the deadbeat and fraud, calling 
himself Professor Carlos Henderson, who 
has inflicted his presence on the people 
of Gainesville for several nfonths, getting 
everything he could on a credit and run- 
ning away in the night to escape the bail- 
iffs who were watching his movements. 

“One thing in the article we wish to 
correct: He is spoken of as ‘one of the 
most porular teachers of the seminary,’ 
and ‘his friends and acquaintances will be 
surprised to learn that he is being fol- 
lowed by bailiffs.’ -It is true. he was un- 
fortunately connected for a short time 
with the seminary, but he is not to be 
named in the same breath with the ac- 
complished teachers of that popular in- 
stitution. And as for ‘friends,’ there is 
not a citizen of Gainesville who deserves 
to be so dishonored; and his ‘acquaintances’ 
were not surprised at his running away, or 
the pursuit of bailiffs, for they have long 
known him for exactly what he is, a con- 
temptible drunken fraud and fakir. And in 
this connection we wish to inform the 
bailiffs that the-New York tale is only in 
keeping with the preposterous stories he 
told in Gainesville that he was organizin 
a party of our young people to trave 
through the country with im, giving 
shows. He is tn Atlanta now dodging 
about and hiding out to avoid these same 
bailiffs.”’ 


FELL THROUGH THE BRIDGE. 


A Mule and Dray Met with a Serious 
Accident Yesterday. 


A mule attached to a drav belonging to 
the grocery firm of H. M. Truitt & Son 
fell through a large opening in the Nelson 
street bridge across the railroad tracks, 
about § o'clock yesterday morning. The 
mule fell fully forty feet, gave one last, 
long kick and died. 

The wagon was badly demolished and 
the negro driver marrowly escaped with 
his life. If he had not jumped off the 
wagon just before it fell, he would have 
undoubtedly experienced the same fate. 

Workmen have been engagéd for several 
days repairing the, bridge, and yesterday 
morning there was @ lafge opening in the 
center between the street car tracks. A 
coal wagon drove on one end of the bridge 
as the unlucky dray approached the other, 
The mule in the dray became frightened 
at the large hole and began to shy.

Mr. Truitt, the owner of. the dray, stated 
last night that he would file his claim for 
the damage either against the city or the 
Consolidated street railway. He has not 
yet determined who is responsible for the 
accident.
